LITTLETON", N. H.. Sept. 16.—Harry 


Kendall. Thaw, fugitive from Mattea- 
wan, won a victory In 
the United 


States district court here today when 
Judge Aldrtch Indefinitely suspended 
a hearing on a writ of habeas corpus 
obtained-by the Thaw lawyers. This 
means that Thaw will have a federal 
writ to check his Immediate return to 
New York state in the event Governor 
Felker orders his extradition after the 
hearing to be held at Concord. 


William Travers Jerome, especially 


deputized to bring about Thaw'& return 
to tho asylurn. tried to block the post- 
ponement on the ground that the writ 
had been obtained as a matter of ex- 
pediency. • He produced an affidavit of 
a. newspaper 
man. quoting

On Sept. 2 five men. three English- 


men and twp Austrlans, were arrested 
vhen trying to dispose of same of the 
pearls in London. They were believed 


j by the police to belong1 to a notorious 


'- international gang of thieves.

So far'as can be judged at the pres- 


ent time the new tight hour law will 
prove a positive injury instead of a 
benefit to minors between fourteen and 
sixteen years of age, tho class It was 


, intended "to protect." 


In the firet place lijiajs thrown them 


out of work and deprived their families 
of the needed assistance of their earn- 
ing*. The result of this change is, in 
hundreds cf cases quite sc-rious, he- 
cause K deprives not only iho minors 
themselves hut oUitr children in the 
family of the proper sustenance they 
should receive. 
Besides, instead of 


to school, the vast majority of 


the boj'a and girls thus thrown out of 
work are found roaming the .streets. 
The)' had abandoned school and pa- 
rental authority Is not strong enough 
to force them to return, except in a 
very small proportion of cases. 


It will ho admitted that from four- 


' teen to sixteen Is a very critical age 
^to have boys and girls on the afreet. 


It is an undeniable fact, considering 
the circumstances, that their veil be- 
ing, both physical and moral, would he 
much better subserved if they were at 
work. 


But through the behest of sociolo- 


gists and others who raised a false 
cry of "child labor in the mills," the 
.legislature In Its wisdom or the re- 
verse, has enacted this 
law and 
al- 


ready it has worked serious detriment 
to the minors it was intended to save 
from the alleged hardships of a ten 
'hour day. 
The" sociologists apparently 


|dld not consider the high cost of living 
-or the difficulty the poor man with a 
'large family has had to contend with 
;in keeping the wolf from 
the 
door 


•during the last four years. 


The legislature has made a serious 


blunder in putting such a law on the 
statute hooks and tho sooner It is rc- 
. pealed the better for tho people and 
"'Particularly for the minors themselves.

schedule of working hours. They have 
to compete with &pse of other states

So far as can be judsed at tho pres- 


ent tlmo the new eight hour law will 
prove a positive injury Instead of a 
benefit (o minors between fourtorti and 
sixteen ye&re of age, the ctuss It was 
intefldfcd "lo protect." 


: In tie first place It has thrown them 
out ot .work and deprived tliclr families 
of the needed assistance of ihclr earn- 
ings. The result otjthls ch-inge fs, In 


the legislature understand that thoy 
will bo held to strict accountability by 
tho people, they will bo more watchful 
not to run counter to the rights of 
their coiittuuc-ncy. Whether they are 
good or bad, they reflect tho Judgment 
of the constituency that elects ihem. 
Send your li^t men to fight your l>;ti-

ready it has worked serious detriment 
to the minors it was intended to save 
/rom tho alleged hardships of a ten 
hour day. 
The sociologists apparent]}' 


did not consider the high cost of living- 
or tho difficulty the poor man with a 
large family lias had to contend with 
in keeping the wolf from 
tho 
door 


during the last four years. 


The legislature has made a serious 


blunder In putting such a law nn the 
statute books and the sooner ft is re- 
pealed the better for tho people and 
particularly for the minors themselves.

Ultlc spend- 
ing money. If mmors cannot earn any 
money to supply these needs, some of 
them in the absence of proper restraint 
are liable to adopt less commcndahle 
means of getting what thciy wnnt.
